DF: James, you made your first 
appearance for almost two years 
against York a couple of weeks 
ago. How were the nerves and 
how did you think the game 
went for you? 


JG: It was a bag of mixed emo- 
tions for me to be honest.

As a team, the scoreline didn’t 
reflect the game at all. We were 

in the game for large parts of the 
match but a couple of soft tries at 
the backend of the first and sec- 
ond half took the game away. 


If we took the opportunities at the 
right time, the game was there for 
us but the execution wasn’t on 
the day.
